PROVINCIAL  AUDITOR’S  REPORT 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sections  23  and  64  of  The  Treasury  Department  Act,  I 
have  examined  the  Statement  of  Assets,  Liabilities  and  Net  Assets  as  at  March  31,  1971  and 
the  Statement  of  Budgetary  Revenue  and  Expenditure  and  the  Summary  of  Budgetary  and 
Non-Budgetary  Transactions  showing  Change  in  Cash  Position,  both  for  the  year  then  ended 
and  other  Statements  required  to  be  included  in  the  Public  Accounts  of  the  Province.  My 
examination  included  a general  review  of  the  accounting  procedures  and  such  tests  of  accounting 
records  and  other  supporting  evidence  as  I considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  my  opinion,  and  subject  to  the  comments  in  my  report  to  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
these  financial  statements  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Government  of  the 
Province  of  Saskatchewan  as  at  March  31,  1971  and  its  transactions  for  the  year  then  ended 
on  a basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

The  Education  and  Health  Tax  Act 

Under  Authority  of  Order  in  Council  1435/67

2.  Air  transportation  costs  from  Prince  Albert,  Saskatchewan,  or  from  Edmonton, 
Alberta,  to  Uranium  City  or  nearby  localities,  on  goods  purchased  and  capitalized  in  the 
records  of  any  company  or  other  person  carrying  on  business. 

The  said  tax  remission  shall  not  be  applicable  to : 

1.  Transportation  costs  to  Waterways,  Alberta. 

2.  Transportation  costs  to  Prince  Albert,  Saskatchewan  and  to  Edmonton,  Alberta, 
where  such  goods  are  trans-shipped  by  air  to  Uranium  City  or  nearby  localities. 

3.  All  transportation  costs  on  goods  capitalized  in  the  records  of  any  company  or 
other  person  carrying  on  business  or  otherwise,  shipped  direct  from  the  supplier  to 
Uranium  City  or  nearby  localities,  except  where  shipped  there  direct  by  air  from  a 
supplier  at  Prince  Albert,  Saskatchewan  or  Edmonton,  Alberta. 

4.  All  transportation  costs  which  are  included  within  the  purchase  price  of  the 
goods  being  purchased. 

5.  All  expendable  goods  (goods  not  usually  capitalized  in  the  records  of  any 
company  or  other  person  carrying  on  business)  used  in  the  carrying  on  of  business 
and  the  decision  of  the  Minister  as  to  whether  goods  are  expendable  shall  be  final. 

Cash  Payments  under  O/C  1435/67  were  nil 

Under  Authority  of  Order  in  Council  1436/67 

O/C  1436/67  authorizes  remissions  of  taxes  payable  under  The  Education  and  Health 
Tax  Act,  R.S.S.  1965  on  mobile  capital  equipment  employed  by  the  oil  and  potash  industry 
in  oil  and  potash  exploration  as  follows : 

1.  (a)  Tax  payable  on  the  value  of  mobile  capital  equipment  brought  into  the 
Province  for  use  in  oil  and  potash  exploration  consisting  of  drilling  rigs  and  service 
rigs  such  as  seismic,  cementing,  electrologing,  and  other  similar  equipment  and  the 
trucks  forming  part  thereof  which  are  permanently  mounted  with  such  equipment.

instruments  attached  to  the  drilling  rig  when  leased  from  a lessor. 

(c)  Tax  payable  on  mobile  capital  equipment  purchased  or  owned  by  a resident 
of  Saskatchewan  for  use  in  oil  and  potash  exploration  consisting  of  drilling  rigs,  and 
service  rigs  such  as  seismic,  cementing,  electrologing,  and  other  similar  equipment  and 
the  trucks  forming  part  thereof  which  are  permanently  mounted  with  such  equipment, 
but  not  including  unmounted  trucks,  passenger  vehicles,  trailers,  tractors,  and  oil  field 
and  potash  production  installations.  The  Provincial  Treasurer  must  be  satisfied  that 
such  equipment  comes  within  this  provision  before  any  remission  can  be  claimed. 

2.  The  tax  payable  'on  the  value  of  capital  equipment  coming  within  section  1 
brought  into  the  Province  as  a replacement  of  the  equipment  previously  brought  in 
provided  such  replacement  is  capitalized  in  the  company  records  and  the  Provincial 
Treasurer  is  satisfied  that  it  is  a proper  capital  charge  and  not  an  expense  item. 

3.  The  remissions  provided  in  section  1 shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  that  the 
right  to  any  remission  provided  for  therein  shall  be  conditional  upon  the  Provincial 
Treasurer  being  satisfied  that  the  item  claimed  to  be  exempt  comes  within  section  1 
hereof.
